John O'Neil's trial for murder will not 


begin till July 10. The petition of Beer & 
DowliD,hi3 counsel Asking1 for a postpone- 
ment of the trial to aome later date than 
July 12, has anextenaionof bat one week'd 
time A hearing was bad before Chief 
Justice Meson in Boaton Saturday, and 
Saturday afternoon Cleric of Courta C, L. 
Field at Greenfield received a telegram 
announcing that the trial had been post- 
poned one week. This postponement will 
admit of the sitting of the grand jury at 
ab the regular time, July 12, and will al- 
low them to finish their work: before the 
O'Neil trial begins. The traverse jury 
will undoubtedly be excused at the end pf 
the first week until such time as it is 
deemed probable that the murder trial 
will be brought to a close. The venire for 
the regular sitting will call for about 30 
jurors, while a special venue will be Is- 
sued for about 100 for the murder trial 


O'Neil's counsel, Mr. Beet being present 


m Boston, asked for more time on the 
ground that the firm, had a large number 
of cases in Pittsfleld, tbat the session of 
court there began ou June 28, that there 
was not sufficient rime in which to obtain 
witnesses, that the defendant was with- 
out money or any property with which to 
in\ estimate facts for liis defense, that this 
muat be done by his attorneys for him, 
that the place of the murder was about 25 
miles from North Adams and inconvenient 
of access, that the witnesses were of the 
laboring class and were much scattered, 
that the investigation would be tedious 
and slow, tbat on June 9 the firm, for the 
first time, was put 
in 
possession 


of 
information 
from, 
a 
reliable 


source which would have an important 
bearing and would aid the defendant, 
that it will be costly to reach these facts 
and make a proper investigation, that 
another important fact of a technical 
nature had been called to the firm's at- 
tention which would involve a long 
investigation, that the firm had already 
given to the case all the time and atten- 
tion it could under the circumstances, 
that on account of these facts and others 
which could not now be disclosed all ot 
the time between now and July 12 would 
not be sufficient to prepare the case 
properly and to present it as it should be 
in court 
The strongest plea was that 


Messrs Beer & Dowlm had had too much 
other business to give this cas>e foil atten- 
tion as yet 


In reply to tho defendant's roniibol At- 


torney General KnotUton said tbat it al- 
ways had been the rule that capital cases 
had the highest claim 
All other en- 


gagements must be abandoned for tbat. 
The difficulty of retaining a large number 
of witnesses, the danger on the part of 
the commonwealth tbat death might re- 
move any one of them, and the iinpor 
tance of the issue seemed to him to be 
conclusive answer to almost everything 
contained in the affidavit of the counsel 
for the prisoner. He did not believe that 
the court would recognize the professional 
engagements of the firm in another county 
In regard to the claim of new evidence 
he thought that more explanation should 
be given before the continuance should be 
granted on that score 
Ijnfortuuately, 


however,though the state was prepared to 
try his cap.e at the time fiaied, District At- 
torney Hammond, who had the whole 
burden of preparation of the case from 
beginning, met with a severe accident in 
the breaking of the pateta and was con 
nned to the house 
'After he gets out of 


bed he will be obliged to have a plaster 
cast on his limb and he would probably 
not be able to take part in the case if it 
should be tried m July 
So, for that rea- 


son and not for the reasons given in the 
affidavit, he was obliged to consent to the 
suggestion for delay

Peter Finley, 65, did very suddenly this 


morning at bis room in the Windsor house 
on State utreet. Mr. Finley went to work 
this morning: with the city laborers where 
they are excavating on Church street 
near tbe corner of Summer street. He had 
juBt taken up hia shovel to begin when he 
WHS prostrated and never again spoke, 
Patrick Kelly and another fellow work- 
manlifted the old man i 'om t.he trench. 
A passing hack was hailed and Mr, Finley 
was taken to bis apartments. 


When the old and unconscious man ar- 


rived at tb e house he was helped up stairs 
by Sheriff John E. Moloney and John H. 
Mack. Several doctors were telephoned 
to and Dr. Mignault was the first to ar- 
rive. He thought heart disease the cause 
of death. When he arrived the old man 
was dead. He had not spoken "rom the 
time he was picked up from the trench at 


o'clock. 
' 


Several years ago Mr. Finley suffered 


sun stroke and nearly lost his life then. 
He had not been in excellent health 
since. Five weeks ago he was stricken aq 
he waa this morning but not so severely 
He was then working: for the city, en- 
! 


gaged in digging excavations on State 
streei. After being carried home he wa« 
revived by a phyaipian. Since that time 
he has bee unable to work and started out 
again for the first time this morning. He 
met one of his acquaintances in The 
Windsor a little be ore 7 o'clock, 'niit as 
he was lighting his morning pipe and re- 
marked to him, "Well, I'm going out to 
try it again today, but I don'c know how 
it will come ouL" Fifteen minutes later 
his friend helped him to his room to die. 


Mr. Finley had seen better days than 


those of digging in a public trench for a 
living. At one time be was one of the 
best known and best dressed men of the 
city. For years he had been engaged in 
the saloon business. 
Those acquainted 


with the city 15 years ago will remember 
the saloon that was located on the corner 
of Pearl and Main streets on land now 
covered by the Hunter Machine Co.'s 
works. It was in that saloon that Mr. 
Finley experienced his brightest times. 
He had an interest in it and had personal 
charge. A relative named Galloway was 
connected with it and MicbaelCnvanaugh 
attained to it subsequently. Back in those 
days everybody knew Peba Finley wbo 
was a lively man and a moving spring of 
the world in which he moved. He was 
respected by his immediate friends and 
was known ravorably beyond that circle. 
He suffered reverses but still held tbe 
friendship of his old acquaintances, who 
interested themselves considerably in hia 
welfare. 


For the past five years Mr. Finley has 


made his home at The Windsor. Landlord 
Purcell has been considerathe of the man's 
infirmities and penury. It is said he has 
vealthy relatives, who have helped him 
from time to time and whom Mr. Purcell 
Is now trying to locate. Their homes are 
believed to be in Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
Pittston, Pa. Mr. Finley has no near 
relatives in this city. 
1 he body was at The Windsor, await- 


ing the arrival of Medical Examiner Pad- 
dock of Pittsfield who has been summoned 
by Captain Dineen. Later in the day it 
waa found that it waa not necessary Dr 
Paddock should see the body The certifi- 
cate of Dr Mignault will be taken and the 
death will be ascribed to heart disease

One of the matters of considerable im- 


portance to come up tonight at the coun_ 
cil meeting* or at a very early day is the 
matter of supervision of the ice trade in 
the interests of the public health. 


The history of laws regal-ting the sale 


of ice in the interest of the public iiealth 
is not very encouraging to progressive 
communities. Dr. George JT. Simpson- 
chairmaa of this city's board of health" 
has given the matter a great deal of atten- 
tion and is endeavoring to have this city 
sot in the firfitrank of cities having ico 
laws. His correspondence \vith the state 
board of health showed thutice dealers 
have been no successful In controlling leg- 
islation that ail the statute law possible to 
obtain with reference to ice selling is that 
on a petition of 25 or more citizens the 
health officers may act. This places no 
authority in tbe hands of the officers. 


On finding this discouraging state o 


affairs, Dr. Simpson wroto to several cit 
lea and received answers from several 
among them being Cambridge. He fount 
that Cambridge was the only city tha 
made any serious attempt to consider tbe 
ice trade with reference to health. The 
city ordinance of Cambridge was found 
to be quite a good instrument and as im 
mediate legislation was needed in th 
city on the point tbat ordinance wa 
practically passed by the North Adam 
council and lecently became alow, 


Dr. Simpson, desirous of having th 


best regulations possible, gave tbe ordi 
nance 
and 
statute 
law 
considera- 


ble 
study 
and 
find 
that 
thi 


ordinances i-* not all that could be de 
sired, nor all tbat can be obtained nude 
the law. 
The statutes gave cities tb 


right to pass ordinances in rogulKtion o 
ice selling and it is tbe decision to bav< 
the present ordinance amended or re 
pealed and a new one drawn and adoptee 
The general provisions o f the ordiminc 
tbat is desired are that tbe board of faealt 
be empowered to demand and obta. 
samples of ice, that in their judginen 
should be investigated; that,tbey be em 
powered to cau^o an expert, analysis < 
the ice to bo made and a copy of tb; 
analysis to be filed with the city cler 
This being done the board will hiti 
pow er to order the s*le of condemned ice, 
stopped. 


As it is at present the board of health 


has no authority under statute law or or- 
dinance to order ics not to be sold, though 
the facing might be dangerous to health. 
The points that wi1! be given attention 
by the board in nmking investigation of 
ice are the f.our<je of the water supply and 
the condition of the ice stock. Experts 
will probably be engaged in all the inves 
tigationa. While all this is being done it 
is a fact that no complaints have been 
made concerning the purity ot the local 
ice to the board of health and there prob- 
ably are no grounds tor such complaint. 


Among some of the matters to come be- 


fore the council tonight mav be tbe mat- 
ter of paving State ond Eagle streets. It 
baa been round a difiicult thing to get a 
waiver of damages trom all the abutters 
on these streets because the property 
owners are scattered and hard to reach. 
Engineer Emigh will have profiles of 
these streets ready for the council to- 
night. But abutters on these streets have 
not yet been canvassed. 
Among these 


profiles already prepared is the Bank 
street one, and it is expected that this 
street will be one of the first to be paved- 
The material used will be brick. 


Sideboards 


at your own price 


Commissioner James FJ. Hunter of tbe 
lepartment of public works closed the 
contract Saturday with, the Berlin Iron 
Bridge company for the new Main street 
bridge. 
The papers were drawn and 


signed, iu duplicate and patsod. The fig- 
ure is 5*1,939. This price does not include 
-he abutments, only the bridge proper. 


The bridge will he of the plate girder 


J-ype, similar to the type selected for the 
recently built street railroad bridges. The 
new bridge will be Id feet wider than the 
present Phoanlx bridge. The road bed 
will be 32 feet clear and there will be a 
sidewalk on the south si<\e seven feet 
wide and on the north side 5 feet wide. 
The bridge will be of 70 feet span and the 
bed. will probably be paved with brick. 


The contract for the abutmenU has not 


yet been given out. Tho specifications 
for the abutments are not ready. They 
will be prepared as soon as possible and 
work begun in a very short time. The 
contract with the bridge company calls 
for the completion of the bridge by Sep- 
tember 1. The Berlin Iron Bridge com- 
pany were the lowest bidders. 


The b«Bt use to make of the old brklga 


is a question being considered by the de- 
partment of public works. "What can be 
done wifjh it may not be rieternuned until 
it is taken up. Just how far it is worn or 
rusted will not be known until then. The 
suggestion has been made that it be tvant- 
ftnretl to the place now occupied by tho 
old wooden bridge over the river op- 
posite 
Hoosac 
Valley 
park. 
That 


bridge there is too short of span for the 
place and is very much out of date. The -i 
Phoonix bridge is ot M) feet span and 70 i 
teet would be very adequate to take thf, 
place of the old bridge near the park. 
That length would be much longer than 
the present bridge there. 
Besides it 


would not be necessary to have the bridge 
on Main fatreet as wide as it is now it it 
Was to be transferred to that place. These 
facts are in favor of the bridge being 
transferred and the making ot a smbt.ta.n- 
tial job. Ten feet cau be taken from the 
center ot the present Main utreet bridge 
and a number of feet can bo taken from 
its width to make it conform to the pluce 
crossed by the old bridge. This pruning 
would probably eliminate the worn por- 
tions of tbe bridge and in its shortened 
shape it would be stronger than it is at 
ireseut. 
This disposition oi the bridge 


jas only been suggested and has not been 
decided upon though it appears to be the 
best way to uhe the old structure.
